A BILL FOR AN ORDINANCE

RELATING TO A REGIONAL PARK FUND.

RE IT ORDAINED by the People of the City and County of Honolulu:

SECTION 1. Purpose. The purpose of this ordinance is to create a Patsy T.
Mink Central Oahu Regional Park fund.

SECTION 2. Chapter 6, Revised Ordinances of Honolulu 1990, as amended
(“Revolving Special Funds, Housing Mortgage Loans and Fees’t), is amended by adding
a new article to be appropriately designated by the revisor of ordinances and to read as
follows:

‘Article_. The Patsy T. Mink Central Oahu Regional Park Fund

Sec. 6-_.1 Creation.

There is hereby created and established a special fund to be known as the
“Patsy T. Mink Central Oahu Regional Park fund.”

Sec. 6-_.2 Purpose.

All revenues generated from the Patsy T. Mink Central Qahu Regiohal Park shall
be deposited into the Patsy T. Mink Central Oahu Regional Park fund. All monies
deposited into this fund must be expended, as appropriated, for the improvement,
maintenance and repair of the City’s Patsy T. Mink Central Oahu Regional Park. All
appropriations from this fund must be used to supplement, and not supplant, other city
fund appropriations for the Patsy T. Mink Central Oahu Regional Park.

Sec. 6-_.3 Administration.

The director of budget and fiscal services shall administer the Patsy T. Mink
Central Oahu Regional Park fund.”
